The suspensions were ordered 
because the six countries balked 
at giving assurances required un- 
der the Mutual Security Act of 
allegiance to the free world in its 
build-up of military strength 
against Communism. 

The Administration opposed 
requiring such commitments in 
the Mutual Security Act on the 
ground such a irement would 
alienate nations that basically 
were in sympathy with United 
States objectives.

Court to Be Asked to Order Payment for

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24—The 
Government is taking legal steps 
to collect claims totaling more 
than $1,160,000 for World War II 
excess profits from four affiliates 
of the Empire Ordnance Co., the 
now-defunct munitions firm. 

The United States Attorney's 
office for the Southern District 
of New York served notice yes- 
terday on the four Empire affili- 
ates that the Government will go 
into United States District Court 
in New York tomorrow and ask 
for summary judgments for the 
$1,160,000. plus accumulated in- 
terest. , 

Justice Department officials 
explained the. move as one to 
“formalize” opinions handed 
down last April by Judge Alfred 
C. Coxe in New York upholding 
the Government's contention that 
the Empire Ordnance affiliates 
owed this amount for excess prof- 
its, as determined by wartime 
renegotiation proceedings, for the 
fiscal year 1942-43, 

Collection Efforts te Follow. 

Government attorneys said they 
expected “some controversy” in 
the case, but added that they 
would proceed at once with ef- 
forts to collect if the court per-

Such efforts, they said, would 
start with moves to determine 
whether the four companies have 
any asgets and, if not, whether 
the assets were i or 
dissipated im such manner as 
might enable the Government to 
recover them.

Hershey, a major general, tes- 
tified before the Senate Armed 
‘Services preparedness subcom- 
which -is looking into 
what is being done about using 
men with low physical and mental 


shortage of manpower 
oo ag about this way, Hershey 
said: 
The great majority of enlist- 
ments are in the Navy, Marine 
Corps and Air Corps so that the 
Army “is being forced to accept 
more than its share of the less 
desirable type of man.” 

The Army then tries “to pro- 
tect itself” by rejecting large 
numbers cf less fit men for phys- 
ical and mental ratings. 

Hershey described the current 
rejection rate as “appalling,” 

In the five months ended last 
Nov. 30, he said, the number of 
classified registrants under se- 
lective seryice increased 6.2 per 
cent while those rejected and 
classified 4-F increased 9.1 per 
cent. 

This “substantial increase” in 
4-Fs occurred “at a time when a 
decrease could have been ex- 
pected,” he said, 

Of a total of about 8,500,000 
registrants between the ages of 
18% and 26 who are liable for 
service, Hershey said, approx- 
imately 1,250,000 have been re- 
jected as physically or : entally 
unfit. 

He said that until the com- 
petitive situation “is corrected by 
some method of centralized or- 
derly procurement equally ap- 
plicable to all the services, we 
have no reason to expect an 
equitable distribution of manpow- 
er and we shall continue to create 
an unreal shortage which ulti- 
mately may drive us to the use,

For in 1910 this was. the fourth largest city. 
Then the age of steel and automobiles sent De- 
troit and Cleveland ahead and by 1920 St. Louis 
was sixth. 

Los Angeles and Baltimore crept ahead in the 
next decade. New York, Chicago and Philadel- 
phia merely remained in the vanguard. And 
tightly-laced Boston and Pittsburgh dropped back 
because their growth was not just slow, it 
seemed infinitesimal. 

Of course this city's population no longer re- 
flects the size of the metropolitan area. St. Louis 
county’s population grew 48 per cent in 10 years. 
That is where the real growth is because there 
and in nearby Illinois age the only places for it. 
St. Louis itself has become the fourth most 
densely populated city in the nation. 

As long as the city is confined in 1876 boun- 
daries, it cannot expect to shine according to the 
lights of census takers. But that is merely a mat- 
ter of prestige. 

The saddest fact is that the bizarre old politi- 
cal map of the area has produced a multitude of 
expensive public services. The downtown area 
has been ringed with the problem of decay and 
business as well as people have fled from the 
banks of the Mississippi.

exhibited a striking regard for the public inter- ¥ 


est in this respect. It is even more striking 
when compared with the low-level performance 
of Hess. 


The difference is that Hess, the brassy polf- 


tician, preferred to play along with the AFL 
Building & Construction Trades Council and 
with Charles J. Dyer, once the school board's 
political boss. In doing so he scornfully ignored 
the desire of the people for better schools, a 
desire manifested by the election of reform 
members tothe board and approval of last 
spring’s bond issue and tax rise proposals. 

By their quick move, Representatives Columbo 
and Jones have torn Hess’ dagger from the body 
of the bill. The wound is painful and serious, but, 
not necessarily fatal. Recovery can be com- 
plete if St. Louis Senators and Representatives 
will act speedily. 
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Cynical or Not 
House leaders report a sudden shift of senti- 
ment in favor of President Truman’s plan to 
reorganize the Internal Revenue Bureau. They 
conclude that in an election year members are 
afraid to oppose anything labeled “reform.” 


‘This is a political analysis of congressional mo- 


tives, but it has its encouraging aspect. 

Certainly reorganization will not clear up the 
tax scandals, and the Congressmen know it, 
But political interference and concessions will 
be less likely if the bureau is put under civil 
service, and the public knows it. The Hoover 
Commission recommended reorganization. The 
scandals brought the point home. 

How, then, could a Congressman go back to 
his constituents and explain a vote against re- 
organization? Could he admit he was inter- 
ested mostly in patronage in the tax bureau? 
Could he pretend he was outraged by corrup- 
tion which he refused to help prevent? 

He could not. He might possibly have cynical 
notions about reform, but he still has a healthy 
esteem for public opinion. 
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Get “All Relevant Facts” 

Uhairman Sam Cape’s announcement of a 
public inquiry into the West Frankfort disaster 
by the Illinois Mining Investigation Commission 
will be reassuring to the widows and orphans. 
It makes certain, for the first time, that ‘testi- 
mony will be taken toward the fixing of re- 
sponsibility for the explosion which killed 119 
men. 

This official investigation cannot begin a min- 
ute too soon. Already more than a month has 
passed since the pre-Christmas horror in Orient 
Mine No. 2. Those whose homes have been 
broken by that tragedy are entitled to know 
that an honest effort will be made to say whose 
negligence permitted the conditions out of 
which the fatal blast came. 

Gov. Stevenson’s letter to. Chairman Cape, 
Jan, 12, reviewed the powers and authority of 
the Mining Investigation Commission. He asked 
that “all relevant facts and circumstances re- 
lated to this explosion in particular and:to the 
safety of coal mining in general in Illinois be 
the subject of open and adequate examination.” 

That is the commission’s charge. Mr. Cape 


and his colleagues should make the most of it 


and as speedily as possible. Interior Secretary 
Chapman says the greatest tragedy of West 
Frankfort is that the loss of life need not have 
happened. Quickly and resolutely let the Min- 
ing Commission establish responsibility—with- 
out fear or favor. 

Then a people’s grand jury can do its duty 
just as was done following the Centralia trag- 
edy five years ago. 
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Senato¥ Taft in Wisconsin 

Senator Taft is not making the mistake he 
made in 1948, when his criticism of the federal 
farm program was widely interpreted as hostility 
to price support and other means of maintain- 
ing farm income. 

Campaigning in Wisconsin, he is backing the 
principle of “reasonable” price suppart, At 
times, he says, such a program may require 
production controls.

The Government cannot subsidize a fixed ‘price 
and. at the same time permit its beneficiaries 
to raise unlimited quantities of the subsidized 
commodity. The real issue is whether the 
farmer should be subsidized and‘if so by what

Churchill at the patriarchal age of 77 
should have withdrawn from active 
political life in 1945, at the height of his 
fame as wartime Prime Minister, in order 
not to provoke the gods’ envy, But his 
fighting disposition rejected the safe 
refuge of a retired elder statesman. 


He was incapable of watching passively 
how Great Britain was governed by a 
party whose ideology he felt to be alien 
to the national 
genius. In addition, 
as he confessed 
twice during the 
election campaign, 
he was asking for 
power once more to 
win as a “last prize” 
the opportunity to 
help prevent a third 
World War. 

What was the state 
of affairs he found 
waiting for him as 
he returned to Down- 
ing Street? Great 
Britain is economi- 
cally insolvent and 
its international prestige has dropped to 
a new low with the Near East events. 
There exists in Great Britain the situation 
that was bound to arise with the retreat 
from world empire, the simultaneous rais- 
ing of the living standards of the masses 
at home to quite unprecedented levels, 
and the implementation of the only really 
serious rearmament program this side of 
the Atlantic Pact. 


A Hydra-Like Crisis

Savory Potato Soup flecked with parsley is .a good low-cost dish.

There is scmething about a 
thick, savory soup that hits the 
spot on a cold blustery day. Eu- 
ropean cooks long ago learned the 
value of these rich-with-vitamins 
dishes. The French pot-au-feu 
Which is like a thick stew, the 
Creole bouillabaise, and our own 


chowders made by thrifty New/ 


England housewives are good ex- 
amples of the main dish soup. 

Soups are especially important 
since they help provide filling, 
thrifty and tasty meals. Served 
with hot rolls, a substantial salad 
such as a combination of tomato, 
avocado and cottage cheese, and 
a hearty dessert no one will go 
hungry because soup was the 
main dish. 

Creamy Parsley Potato Soup. 

Cook three diced raw potatoes, 
one cup diced celery, and one 
and one-fourth cups slivered on- 
ions until tender in about two 
cups water. Add two bouillon 


cubes, three cups milk and one- 
half cup chopped parsley. Com- 
bine one cup milk with one-half 
cup flour, mixing until smooth.. 
Add flour mixture to soup and 
stir until blended. Continue cook- 
ing and stirring until smooth. 
Season to taste with salt and pep- 
per. Serves four to six persons. 


Curried Oyster Bisque. 


One package frozen oysters, . 
One and one-half tablespoons 
butter. 
One and one-half tablespoons 
flour. 
Two and one-half cups milk. 
One-half cup cream. 
One teaspoon celery salt. 
One-half teaspoon onion salt. 
Pinch black pepper. 
One and one-half teaspoons cur- 
ry powder. 
One-fourth teaspoon paprika. 
One-eighth teaspoon nutmeg. 
Two egg yolks, lightly beaten. 
Two tablespoons water. 
Dried parsley flakes. 


Heat oysters in their own liquor 
but do not boil. Drain and re- 
serve liquor. Put through grind- 
er or chop fine. Melt butter in 
saucepan. Remove from heat and 
stir in flour and seasonings. Grad- 
ually add oyster liquor, milk and 
cream. Cook until slightly thick- 
ened, stirring constantly. Add 
oysters and remove from heat. 
Combine yolks and water. Add 
slowly to soup. Heat slowly for 
one more minute, stirring con- 
stantly. Serve immediately or set 
over hot water until ready to use. 
Serve with a sprinkle of the pars- 
ley flakes. Serve hot. Serves six.

REDUCE TAX LOAD 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP) — The 
State Chamber of Commerce says 
it’s too big a burden for the peo- 
ple to have to pay out in taxes 
one dollar of every three they 


earn. 

The chamber sent letters .to 
Missouri’s Congressional delega- 
tion urging a seven-point pro- 
gram “to make governmental 
economy a reality.” 

A major suggestion was that 
Congress adopt the _ resolution 
offered by Representative Fred- 
eric R. Coudert (Rep.), New York. 
That would keep the budget this 
year down to $71,000,000,000—the 
level of anticipated federal rev- 
enues if no new taxes are added. 

These other points were 
stressed:

“Critically review and reduce, 
wherever possible, federal subsi- 
dies to private interests.” 

“Take the government out of 
business.” 

“Continue efforts to reduce 
government waste by adoption of 
the economy recommendations of 
the Hoover commission.”

NEED FOR STEEL SCRAP 
IN DEFENSE EXPLAINED 


NEW YORK (UP) — You're 
hearing a lot these days about 
steel scrap. Why? 

Steelways magazine answers the 
question. Using scrap, says 
Steelways, is like using a pre- 
mixed pancake flour to make pan- 
cakes—most of the hard work has 
been done in advance. In open- 
hearth steelmaking, which calls 
for a charge consisting roughly 
of 50 per cent scrap and 50 per 
cent pig iron, the already refined 
scrap cuts down on the total time 
needed for refining. : 

Scrap serves another important 
function. Today high grade re- 
serves of raw materials in the 
United States are diminishing. 
Normally more than four tons of 
coal, iron ore, limestone and other 
raw materials are needed to make 
one ton of pig iron. 

Whenever a ton of scrap can 
be used in place of a ton of pig 
iron, more than four tons of raw 
materials are saved.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 24 
(AP)—William Goldstein, former 
attorney for gamblers William 
Skidmore and William (Big Bill) 
Johnson of Chicago, was sus- 
pended by the Illinois Supreme 
Court today from the practice of 
law for three years.

GETS MORE MONEY 
THAN THE WINNER 
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GUILDFORD, England, Jan.

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I AM, HOWEVER, getting ahead of the story of 
our trip across the Southwest. Our route led from 
El Paso north along the Rio Grande to Las Cruces. 
This once-desert country is now irrigated by the 
great Elephant Butte Dam, but we were surprised 
to find the river itself bone-dry when we crossed 
it. Once we’d turned westward again, much of our 
route lay through the desert, with the small-leaved 
evergreen o2ks.which are generally called chapar- 
ral, and mesquite, creosotebush and yucca being 
the main covef’plants. This area lies in one of the 

three great s6uthwestern deserts and is known as 
the Chihuanhuan, which covers the section of 
west Texas along the Rio Grande, the southern 
edge of New Mexico and a great part of north 
central Mexico. And if a desert may be said to 
have an “indicator plant,” the yucca in several of 
its varieties ng opr aces of country. 
{ WEST OF THE BOUNDARY between New Mex- 
ico and Arizona the character of the country 
‘changes. Mountains leom away to north and south 
and the road begins to climb. New species of plants 
appear and‘ shortly before reaching Tucson yow:- 
begin to see the giant saguaro cactus which marks 
the Sonoran desert, as well as several forms of 
cholla cactus. Just east of Tucson in the Coronado 
Mountains is the Saguaro National Monument 
where no less than 37 cactus varieties have been 
discovered and classified. 

Tucson itself lies in a bowl of mountains at an 
elevation of about 2500 feet and has long been 
noted as a winter and health resort. It was settled 
by the Spanish from Mexico in 1776; while a few 
miles to southward the Jesuits built the mission 
known as San Zavier del Bac or “White Dove of 
the Desert,” the finest example of mission archi- 
tecture in America.

HE fired questions at me 
G scarcely pausing for replies, in

“Which color of suit or overcoat does he wear?”

A GOOD SALESMAN OR TEACHER should always dom- 
inate the interview or lesson. But this domination should be 
very tactful and diplomatic. When a customer asks a question, 
the usual tendency of everybody is to try to answer it. 

But that natural reaction is not always the best one. It 
is better to do a little tactful “stalling” and then reverse the 
query. Thus you avoid the danger of becoming detached from 
a close scrutiny of your prospect. . 

It is dangerous to ignore fleeting changes in facial ex- 
pression or voice which are vital to the success of your sales 
interview. 
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SUPPOSE YOU ARE a department store clerk. “That’s 
a very pertinent point you have raised about the proper color 
of drapes,” you can comment,as a part of your “stalling.” 
“But what is the color of your rugs and upholstered furniture, 
Mrs. Smith?” 

Or suppose you are a school teacher. 

“Children, I want ycu to be sure to hear Jimmy’s inter- 
esting question,” you can then add, “Jimmy, I wish you'd 
stand up and repeat it so everybody can hear.” 

This obviously pleases Jimmy. And it gives the teacher 
more time to think of her diplomatic way of employing the 
“reversible why.” Then she can smilingly inquire: 

. “Does anybody in the class think he can answer Jimmy 
correctly?” 

Notice the good psychological strategy thus demonstrated, 
for the teacher paused and praised Jimmy.

THIS ACT permitted her to “stall” for time by having 
him repeat his query. Then she tactfully let the class try to 
derive the answer by her use of the “reversible why” strategy. 

Meanwhile, she was pleasantly sizing up the whole situa- 
toin and keeping it in hand. 

Parents also will find this “pause and praise” technique, 
coupled with the tactful stalling for time permitted by use of 
the “reversible why” is an excellent combination.

THESE GIRL STUDENTS AT ARKANSAS STATE i oe WERE QUICK TO SHOW HIM IT'S EASY—

JONESBORO, Ark., Jan. 24. 

OME years ago the State of 
4 Arkansas, weary of being re- 

garded beyond its borders as 
the home of hicks and hills, an- 
nounced on its car license plates 
that it was the “land of oppor- 
tunity.” Arkansas State College at 
Jonesboro (enrollment 1200) fell 
in step with this grand design and 
composed letters of invitation cal- 
culated to infuse within prospec- 
tive students the warm and won- 
derful feeling that Arkansas is, 
indeed, the promised land. 


It-is because of one such pere- 
suasive letter that Shukri Mo- 
hammed el Khatieb, aged 20, ar- 
rived by bus in Jonesboro last 
Saturday with $10 in his pocket. 
He had left rural Jerusalem to 
come to Arkansas for a free col- 
lege education. Sobered and a 
little sad, he is still waiting for 
it today. To his acute disillusion- 
ment it developed that college 
costs money, even in Arkansas. 


Shukri is an Arabian farm boy. 
He is small and very shy. His 
father died 10 years ago. Five 
years ago his family lost their 
farm lands which were just out- 
side Jerusalem and were incor- 
porated in the new Jewish state 
of Israel. The Khatiebs—Shukri, 


his mother, two brothers and four . 


sisters—continued to live in their 
village which was sufficiently dis- 
tant from the farm to become part 
of the Arabian state of Trans- 
Jordan. They were supported by 
the Red Cross and Shukri at- 
tended the Hashemite College at 
El-Bireh which is equivalent to 
an American high school. 


Shukri was a bright boy who 
made good grades and wanted to 
get ahead. He decided he should 
go to college in America. “We 
studied about America,” he says, 
“about when America got free. 
We know is country of the lib- 
erty.” 

At Shukri’s school all the boys 
chipped in a dime once a month 
to buy a selection of foreign 
newspapers and magazines. In 
one such magazine there was a 
list of American colleges and 


Shukri studied it carefully with 
his classmates. He wrote letters 
to three of the schools, including 
Arkansas State. 

“It is known to us if name of 
college belongs to state it’s 
cheaper than the others,” he ex- 
plains,

N JULY 1950, a letter arrived 

from Jonesboro. “Let me assure 

you it would be a real pleasure 
to have you as a part of the 
State College family,” wrote the 
school’s public relations director. 
“The college you select will be 
yours not only for four years but 
for life. Campus life at State is 
full, free and friendly. Her sons 
and -daughters are busy with a 
multitude of interests which pro- 
vide background for fruitful pro- 
fessions and successful career.” 

It was a form letter, but how 
was Shukri to know? Especially, 
how could he guess that campus 
life wasn’t literally “free”? Even 
today his worried face dissolves 
in a huge smile as he recalls the 
letter. : 

“That’s enough,” he says he 
said to himself when the letter

came. “That’s what I want.” He 
didn’t even look at the replies 
from the other colleges. 

When the letter came from 
Jonesboro, Shukri had never 
heard of Arkansas, but he and 
his buddies got out a big atlas 
and found it on the map.

Frog Legs—A Tasty Dish

AND the Little Woman a nice 
H plump bullfrog and. the 
=“ chances are she will run right 
out the back door. “I don’t see 
how you-can touch those things,” 
she will cry, “let alone eat them.” 

Well, the average male who 
likes good eating has no trouble 
doing either. So perhaps therein 
lies the solution. If the Little 
Woman is too squeamish: to cook 
up a batch of frog legs, do it 
yourself and let her console her- 
self the rest of her life on a diet 
of chicken salad and “nice” 
things like that. 

When out of season and im- 
ported, frog legs comes pretty 
high. -During season they can be 
purchased at a reasonable price. 
In or out of season they can now 
be purchased frozen. If you're 
having plain fried frog legs, the 
trick is not to let them fry too 
long. If you do they get tough. 
They get done quickly anyway. 

The French, who are strong for 
frog legs, make a salad of them, 
make soup of them, and cook 
them in a style known as frog 
legs provencale, which is deli- 
cious and done as follows: 


Soak three pounds of frog legs 
in cold water for a couple of 
hours, which bleaches and 
plumps up the flesh. Drain them 
and dry them thoroughly. Now 
heat a half cup of either olive 
oil or butter (or half and half of 
each if you like) in a big skillet. 

Dip the frog legs in milk and 
then in flour and put just 
enough of them in the skillet to 
cover the bottom -without crowd- 
ing. Saute them over a brisk 
fire until they're nicely browned 
on the bottom, which should take 
about four minutes, and then 
turn them and do the same for 
the other side. 

Now put the legs on a heated 
platter and keep them warm. 
When all the frog legs have been 
sauteed (add more oil to the skil- 
let if you need it for subsequent 
batches) season them with salt 
and pepper and then sprinkle 
them with lemon juice and finely 


over the legs, garnish with lemon 
wedges and start eating.

IF YOU’RE REALLY INTER- 
ESTED in that salad made of 
frog legs, here it is, and you'll be 
surprised how delicious it is. 

Skin and clean eight pairs of 
frog legs and put them in a pot 
with two thirds of a cup each of 
milk and water. Cover them and 
let them cook gently until they're 
tender which, as I pointed out a 
while ago, doesn’t take long. 

Drain them and remove the 
meat from the bone. Now cut it 
up like you would cut chicken for 
salad. Mix together a half tea- 
spoon of celery salt and three ta- 
blespoons of lemon juice and 
sprinkle it on the meat. Let it 
stand and chill for 15 minutes. 

Now take a cup and a half of 
shredded lettuce and a cup of 
picked water cress leaves. Save 
the best lettuce leaves and a half 
dozen good sprigs of water cress, 
the former to serve the salad on, 
the latter to garnish it. 

Now thin a half cup of mayon- 
naise with a table n of white 
wine. Combine the frog meat 
with the lettuce and water cress. 
Mix in the mayonnaise and toss it 
lightly together. Place the salad 
on lettuce leaves and garnish it 
with hard cooked eggs cut in six 


sections lengthwise. Also with™ 


two halves of lemon slice to each 
salad. A sprig of water cress and 
a radish we ne the job.

them on a hot platter, cover them 
with the sauce and sprinkle them 
with chopped parsley. You'll 
wonder why they call it peasant 
style. It’s - we —* taste. 


WELL, AS I SAID, there are a 
lot of things you can do with 
frog legs, up to and including 
frog soup. But I'll sound off this 
time with a recipe for frog legs: 
sauteed in bread crumbs. If any 
of you men can get the Little 
Woman to try it, maybe there'll 
be a different attitude toward 
frogs around the joint. 

Sprinkle three pounds of frog 
legs with salt and pepper and 
pour over them three ounces of 
cognac or good champagne and 
let them marinate. for an hour, 
turning them from time to time. 

Now combine a cup of fine, dry 
crumbs,, a tablespoon each of 
finely chopped parsley and chives, 
a teaspoon of finely chopped tar- 
ragon, and pepper to taste. 

Drain the legs and roll them in 
flour. Saute them quickly in a 
half cup of hot foaming butter, 
along with three shallots, until 
they are lightly browned on both 
sides. This should take about 
four minutes side. 

Meanwhile in another saucepan 
saute the bread mixture in a third 
of a cup of melted butter, stir- 
ring frequently until it is golden 
brown. Remove the shallots from 
the other pan and pour the 
crumbs over the legs. Saute the 
works for about a minute, stirring 
constantly to combine everything. 
Serve it on a warm platter, gar- 
nished with lemon a and 
you may conclude it’s the frog, 
and not the dog, who is man's 
best friend.

His friends 
called some other Arabians 
around Portland and collected an- 
other $35 for him. So last week 
Shukri purchased a bus ticket 
from Portland to Jonesboro for 
$32 and set off to the land of 
milk and honey.

HE trip took three days and 
four nights, but Shukri spent 
only $3. He had taken along 
six sandwiches which his friends 
had fixed for him and he needed 
almost no additional food. Most of 
the money was spent for milk 
and coffee. 

Last Saturday his bus pulled 
into Jonesboro at 8:30 a.m. Shukri 
was a little tired, of course, but 
he took a taxi for 35 cents 
straight to the Arkansas State 
campus. He parked his suitcase 
by the door, went into the reg- 
istrar’s office and announced that 
he had arrived. The registrar 
asked for his money. Shukri 
pulled out the $10 he had left 
and threw himself at the mercy 
of the court. 

“That’s all I have,” he said. 

The registrar told him to keep 
his $10 and took him to see Dean 
of Men Robert Moore. Dean 
Moore, a portly gentleman with a 
leisurely drawl and a fatherly dis- 
position, got Shukri some blank- 
ets and sheets and settled him in 
one of the dormitories. Then he 
retired to talk the situation over 
with President Carl R. Reng.
